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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 11/17/06 are found 
not persuasive The use of in-plane-switching LCD device comprising common electrode/line/pad formed of at least a conductive layer in 
the common electrode line and the pixel elctrode formed on the same substrate (yielding horizontal field) is common and known in the art 
for achieving advantages such as wide viewing angle (see at least Komatsu, Park, Song cited in the previous rejection). Thus, the final 
rejection is maintained. 
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
